Air Raid Calls Still 
Clog Telephone Lines 
Says Defense Head 

"Don't make telephone calls dur- 
ing an air raid alarm and for some 
time after the all-clear," is the ap- 
peal issued this week by E. Russell 
Matz, acting chairman of the Mont- 
gomery County Defense Council. 

The floods of calls which have 
followed test air raid alarms re- 
cently in many sections of the 
County have clogged telephone lines 
upon which the whole Civilian De- 
fense system depends, Matz pointed 
out. 

"In a real raid such floods of calls 
would create a dangerous situation. 
Loss of life and property might well 
result," he declared. 

"For your own protection and for 
the safety of the community, even 
though you may think it is only <\ 
test, don't make telephone calls 
during an air raid alarm and for 
some time after the all-clear has 
sounded." Matz urged. "If your 
telephone rings, however, answer it 
promptly," he added.

Out of 500 Complaints 
Only Two Were 
Taken to Court 

More than 500 cases "of illegal 
evictions have been stopped by the 
Rent Control Division of the Office 
of Price Administration, Sylvan M. 
Cohen, Rent Enforcement Attorney 
for the Philadelphia-Camden Rent 
Control Area, reported today. 

In only two cases was it neces- 
sary to go into court, Cohen said. 
The other cases were settled by in- 
formal conferences, sometimes con- 
ducted over the telephone. 

In addition many hundreds of 
other proposed evictions Were halted 
before they had reached the final 
stage, when landlords and tenants 
were advised of the new regulations 
on evictions by telephone or letter. 

"This has proved to be a very im- 
portant function of the Area Rent 
Office," Cohen said. "It is parti- 
cularly vital at the present time 
when there is an acute housing 
shortage in this area and it is not 
always possible for a tenant to find 
another place to live in which is 
convenient to his work." 

In many cases the Rent Office 
has stepped in where a landlord was 
attempting to evict a tenant be- 
cause the tenant refused to pay 
more than the legal rent. Rents 
were frozen in this area at the 
March 1 date. 

"Several landlords have placed 
such cases in the hands of con- 
stables to levy on the tenants' fur- 
niture on the grounds of unpaid 
rent. An investigation has shown 
that the rents demanded were il- 
legal and the tenants had offered 
to pay the legal maximum rent," 
Cohen said.

Warns Holders of 
T* and "C" Cards 

Cautions Against 
Driving for Non- 
Occupational Usages 

Automobile drivers who possess 
"B" or "C" Gasoline Ration Books 
r.ave b?en warned by A. B. Det- 
wiler. Chairman of the Montgomery 
County War Price and Rationing 
Board, to cease driving their cars 
lor purposes other than those for 
which the supplemental ration was 
given, except for the maximum of 
90 miles per month allowed tor non- 
occupational purposes in the "A" 
book ration. 

Mr. Detwiler said that some driv- 
ers apparently have not realized 
that this means that 150 miles per 
month of occupational driving is to 
.be' .-covered by. the^. coupons issued in 
the "A" book. 

"If supplemental ration book 
owners drive for more than 90 miles 
per month for non-occupational 
purposes," he said, "not only will 
they run short of gas for occupa- 
tional purposes, but their supple- 
mental books may be withdrawn. 
Only under a few specific circum- 
stances may further rations be given 
prior to the expiration date of the 
current ration." 

Mr. Detwiler pointed out also that 
some drivers have not affixed the 
appropriate stickers to the wind- 
shields of their cars to show their 
rations. 

"Stickers must be properly af 
fixed." he said. "It is illegal for 
service station attendants to sell gas 
to anyone unless the proper stickei 
is affixed. It is also illegal for them 
to sell gas in exchange for coupons 
which have already been detached 
from ration books. To do either is 
a violation of regulations and sub- 
jects both parties to penalties."

Magistrates were advised against 
issuing summonses for summary 
offenses in traffic cases where a 
misdemeanor, also. has been 
charged, at a mrc'lns* of the Mont- 
gomery County Justice of the Pear;

The advice came from their soli 
citor. Raymond Pearlstine. win 
spoke at the Swamp Hotel in New 
Hanover. 

This means that if a motorist re- 
arrested on a misdemeanor charge 
like drunken 'driving or hit-and 
run he .should not be booked for a 
summary oil en -c like passing a red 
light or reckless driving 

Pearlstine said tiie practice, com- 
mon in som p municipalities of the 
County, is harmful to police, 
magistrates and citizens. 

On the part of the police, he 
said, it often leads to his-and-mis= 
prosecution practices and in de 
partments where it is found it i* 
often coupled with a "get your 
man. right or wrong" policy. 

It has n tendency to reflect on 
the minor judiciary, lie explained 
because where the major offense 
like drunken driving is dropped and 
a fine imposed for reckless driving 
it, appears as though someone 
might be fixing cases. 

Worst of all. he said, it is an in- 
justice to citizens bec.iiisn if they 
can be arrested on innumerable 
charges, both summary and mis 
demeanor, they are being exposed 
to vicious practice from which they 
have little chance of escaping con- 
viction. 

Pearlstine said It* doubted if the 
line of judiri.,1 reasoning, pursued 
in recent opinions of the Court, 
would uphold such a practice. 

Magistrates at the meeting voted 
to continue their monthly meetings 
until such a time as the restrictions 
on gasoline and tires made it im- 
possible for them to attend.

Will Be Able to Obtain 
90 Percent of Base 
Needs 

Hospitals principally engaged in 
care of persons acutely ill will be 
able to provide patients the same 
amounts of sugar used last year, at 
result of a change in sugar ra- 
tioning regulations explained todaj 
by A. B. Detwiler, Chairman ol 
Montgomery County War Price and 
Rationing Board. 

Amendment No. 9 to Rationinp 
Order No. 3 authorizes hospitals o! 
that kind to obtain 65 percent ol 
the sugar base they have estab- 
lished for meals and food services 
instead of 50 percent as heretofore 
uartlng with the Septcmber-Octo 
bcr allotment period. 

Added to this will be the so-callec 
■bonus" allotment, amounting to % 
percent of the base, which will b< 
available to all classes of institu 
tional users for the September 
October period. Thus the hospita 
allotment — 65 percent pins tin 
25 percent -bonus" — will amount 
to 90 percent of the base for tin 
September-October period. By hold 
ing down their u.se of sugar for non 
patients (members of the staff and 
others who eat at the hospital! t 
the 75 percent level to which res 
taurants or other eat ins places an 
limited in this period, the hospital, 
will have enough sugar to providf 
patients with the full amounts the' 
allowed to patients a year ago. 

To qualify for the bigger allot- 
ment, a hospital must show that i' 
is principally engaged in care ol 
patients who are acutely ill and whr 
temporarily live within the hospita 
for medical or surgical care Hos- 
pitals principally treating chronii 
cases or mental illnesses and insti- 
tutions such as rest homes or sani 
tariums are not eligible.

Abraham H. Hendricks, district 
attorney of Montgomery County 
from 1899 to 1904, died Wednesday 
at his home in Collegeville, after a 
long illness.

eph H. Hendricks, was pastor for 43 
years. 

At the University of Pennsylvania 
he majored in finance. English and 
French and was a member of the 
Delta Phi fraternity.

Government Plan in Caring for 40,000 Starving French Children; 
Critical Medical Needs of Russian Front

interesting picture of the part the Red Cross can play in a neutral country F 
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during this war.

"Times are getting hard here too, certain articles 
of food are getting very scarce; everything is rationed 
except fruit and vegetables, the rations are very small 
— half pound of macaroni or its equivalent, half 
pound of rice, but one can't get any more, one pound 
of flour or cream of wheat — all this has to last for 
one month. Now cream of wheat can't be had any 
more and has been replaced by Millet Seed Flour. 10 
oz. of butter per month, 2 eggs per month. Everybody 
is getting thin, as we do not get enough fatty foods; 
the chemists are producing Vitamin tablets and every- 
body is taking them. 

"The Swiss Government is now making arrange- 
ments to have sent here 40.000 children from as many 
of the occupied countries as possible, to be fed and 
brought back to health, as so many are starving; they 
are to spend three months here, and as I have told 
you before, we have already 800 French children all 
the year round — they stay 3 months, then return 
and others take their places. The families that take 
these children, not only feed and in many cases clothe 
them, but they surround them with every loving care 
\nd very often when the time of leave-taking comes, 
there is great heartache on both sides, as they get so 
iond of the children, and the latter, of course, never 
had so much love and such food. 

"The Swiss Government sent a Medical Mission 
of 10 doctors and 40 nurses, ambulance and medical 
supplies to the Russian front this winter. They re- 
mained there for 3 months, then others took their 
places. I met a doctor the other day. and he told me 
that he did on the average 28 operations per day and 
often felt ready to drop. Two of the doctors were so 
exhausted that they could not continue the journey 
home and had to be left in a Hospital in Berlin but 
they have recovered now enough to return, but he 
said it was a great experience and they learned a 
lot from it. 

"This letter was interrupted yesterday, as an ac- 
quaintance asked me to come to the cinema with her 
to see the x Newsreels, as they were showing on the 
screen the departure of the French children that have

been here for three months and the arrival of the 
new ones; those that left were healthy and clean and 
tidy and there were many tears shed as they said 
goodbye to their foster-parents. Oh! but those poor 
starved little things that arrived made me cry; they 
looked so utterly poor. I am glad that I went to see 
it The International Red Cross is the most wonder- 
ful organization, what trouble they take even to the 
smallest detail. The children arrived at Geneva in 
charge of the Red Cross nurses. They were met by 
the Geneva Red Cross at the Station and were con- 
ducted to Red Cross Headquarters, where in a large 
hall they were served with food; those poor little 
things — it was heartbreaking to see them eat, they 
were just like famished little animals, trying to put 
food into their mouths as quickly as possible; some 
of them dispensed with their forks and grabbed every- 
thing with their hands. I often wondered how 't 
would work out. as I did not know that everything 
was thought out with such wonderful detail. Long 
before the children arrived Swiss people who wished 
to take those poor mites are asked to send their names 
and addresses, also their positions in life to the Inter- 
national Red Cross Headquarters in Geneva. People 
of all stations of life offer to take children. So chil- 
dren from upper classes arc sent to the same kind of 
homes here, and children of the working are sent 
to farms, etc.. because it is not only the poor that are 
starving, but children of the wealthy as well, as there 
is no food to be bought; there were some beautifully 
dressed children amongst them, but poor little things, 
they were so thin. After they arrived in Geneva and 
have had a good meal, they are put to bed at the 
Red Cross Headquarters. The next morning the foster 
parents arrive, each child has a large label attached 
to his coat on which is his name and the name and 
address of his foster-parents. They all receive the 
children with hugs and kisses so they feci at home 
right away. The upper class children are met by 
ladies and taken home in taxis, others are hoisted on 
larm carts and taken to their farms. There are babies 
from the age of 2 up to 12. It certainly was the most 
interesting film I have ever seen."
